Imitation of Rain. 


The phenomena of rain are imi­ 
tated by Prof. Errera, of Brussels 
university in a beaker. 
The glass, 
eight inches tall by five in diameter, 
is half filled with 92 per cent, alco­ 
hol, covered with a saucer, and thor­ 
oughly heated over a water bath 
without boiling the liquid. 
It is 
then carefully removed to a wooden 
table. 
Soon the alcohol vapor is 
condensed into visible clouds by the 
cooling saucer, innumerable minute 
droplets of rain fall and the clouds 
become gradually lowered away from 
the saucer. 
Tlie miniature storm 
may last half an hour. 
The action 
is intensified if the warm saucer is 
replaced by a cold one. 
W hirl­ 
winds and 
squalls are produced 
when the alcohol is very warm, and 
if the liquid is warmer on one side 
the clouds may be seen to rotate 
around a horizontal axis.

S. N. Miiltcrnor, 
of Spokane, a 
Union Pacific locomotive engineer, 
has returned to bis liome in Spokane 
from an exploring trip in the v/ikls 
of the Nortliwest territory. 
These 
are some of the things he told a 
Spokane Review reporter: 
‘ AVesent two canoes to Euinington 
and proceeded by wagon one hun­ 
dred miles north to the Athahasea 
river. 
Then vce launched the canoes 
and bade good-by to the last traces 
of civilization. 
On the voyage dov/n 
the river five hundred miles, to Fort 
Caippewayan, on Fort Athobasca 
lake, we encountered a serious mis­ 
fortune, necessitating the separation 
of kir. Burrell and mys(‘lf. 
‘ ’From Fort Chippewayan I went 
down the Slave river to Fort Resolu­ 
tion, on Great Slave lake. 
This is a 
fine body of water three hundred and 
seventy-three miles long, and in one 
place eighty miles wide, with arms or 
bay's one hundred and thirty miles 
long. The surveys arc not complete, 
and the explorer can place little re­ 
liance on the government. 
I went 
up to Rib Dog trading post and made 
an excursion into the barren lauds 
for musk ox, but was not successful. 
The fact is that the only white men 
whoever killed any of these animals 
were Pike, of Victoria, and McKin­ 
ley, in charge of Fort Resolution. 
Pike claims that every ox he killed 
cost him five thousand dollars. 
“ I went on to Clinton Golden lake, 
in latitude sixty-four. There the sun 
is out of sight only half an hour in 
twenty-four, during summertime. I 
went over to the McKenzie river. 
There and at Fort Resolution they 
raise potatoes and other vegetables, 
but it must be done in two months. 
This is possible, because vegetation 
there never sleeps, as there is no 
night. 
“ I traveled about twenty-three 
hundred miles in the canoe. In Trout 
creek, which empties into Clinton 
Golden lake, I caught a real trout 
that measured four feet and weighed 
five pounds, as near as I could esti­ 
mate. 
There are millions of geese, 
ducks and swan. The wavy, a snow- 
white bird smaller than the grouse, 
is native at these lakes. 
I think it 
is found also on the northern coast.' 
All the northern fowls are migra- 
tery, and go still further north of 
latitude sixty-four to nest. 
There 
are millions of black foxes, and I 
cannot conceive of any danger of 
their extermination.”
